(Currently Amended) In an electronic device running a software tool that generates output 
descriptions in response to input descriptions, a method for tracing output descriptions generated 
from corresponding input descriptions, wherein the electronic device includes a display, the 
method comprising: 

identifying a first cross-reference associa ted with an input description; 

identifying an output description that corresponds with the inputjfe scription. the output 
description being associated with a seco nd cross-reference that matches the first cross-reference 
and 

displaying the input description* and the output descriptions together on the displayt 

porolling ono of the input doooriptiona and tho output doooriptiona; and 

in r e oponoo to oorolling ono of tho input doporiptiono and tho output doooriptionoj 

oorolling tho othor doooription i B automatically in proportion to an omount of oogollod doporiptiono 
in th e ono of tho input doporiptiono and tho output deoeriptionfl . 

2. (Original) The method of claim 1 wherein the input and output descriptions include code 
descriptions expressed in programming languages.

4. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 3_L wherein oaoh of t he m ultipl e output inQUi 
descriptions-i s and the output description are expressed in a-different programming languages 
than other output doooriptiona . 

5. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 wherein the input descriptions and the output 
descriptions are displayed in separate panes of a same window^ 
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6. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 wherein the input descriptions and the output 
descriptions are displayed in separate windows. 

7. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 further comprising 

providing a first scrolling tool for scrolling the input description*; and 
providing a second scrolling tool for scrolling the output descriptions. 

8. (Original) The method of claim 7 wherein the first and second scrolling tool includes 
scrolling bars. 

9. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 7 wherein in response to controlling one of the 
first scrolling bar esdoj; the second scrolling bar, the other scrolling bar is automatically 
controlled in proportion to aa-a.controlled amount in said one of the first scrolling bar and the 
second scrolling bar. 

10. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 further comprising, in response to scrolling 
one of the input descriptions aadoj; the output descriptions, displaying corresponding input 
descriptions and output descriptions adjacent to the scrolled descriptions on the display, 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) In an electronic device running a software tool that generates output 
descriptions in response to input descriptions, a method for tracing an output description 
generated from a corresponding input description, wherein the electronic device includes a 
display, the method comprising: 

displaying the input descriptions and the output descriptions together on thea display;
